a section of an assessment map. The
Richards Map company of Springfield
was established In 1872 and is compe-
tent to make an assessment map for
Norwich. Two engineers of this . com-
pany will come to Norwich and make a
practical survey of a small section of the
city, in order to submit a sample of their
work. They will spend one week in
Norwich. If there is to be anything
like an equitable system of real estate ed
assessments the first essential Is a tax
map. Every piece of real estate in the
city and town of Norwich must be
accounted for, through the use of this
map. The owner and the areas of the
property-wil- l also be indicated, so that of
no unjust or unreasonable criticisms can
be made against the assessments of the
owner's property. In addition to this.
and perhaps the most important factor of
all Is that every piece of assessable real
estate property must be accounted for.
Inasmuch as the city and town of Nor-
wich does not maintain an engineer's de-

partment. It is necessary to secure the
services of a firm organized for this
particular kind of work in the quickest
possible time and at a reasonable figure.
ItJs estimated by the Richards company
that a tax map, covering the full area
of Norwich which Is a little over twen
ty-si- x square miles, will cost about $10,--
000

The whole purpose of this matter is not
to raise nor lower' the tax rate, but to
have established an equitable and a fair
basis of valuation on all real estate hold-
ings In the city and town of Norwich.

70,584 FROM CONNECTICUT
IN WORLD WAR SERVICE

The United States Marine Corps re
cently completed the record of Connecti
cut lit-th- World war for its official files:

The war department was the nrst
branch of the service to complete this
task, then the navy, o that now for the
first time the official statistical record
of Connecticut is ready for the histor
ians.

Connecticut contributed to the armed
forces of the United States between
April 7, 1917, and November 11. 1918,
a total of 70,584 men and women, of
whom 1.830 lost their lives In action or
from disease, and 4,154 were wounded or
gassed, not Including those wounded in
the navy service.

The way each of the three branches
of the service summarizes Connecticut
In the war Is interesting. Robert C. Da-

vis, acting adjutant-genera- l, reports: '
"Estimates based upon statistics ga-

thered from statements thus far com
pleted Indicate that approximately 58,-

000 men were furnished to the army by
the state of Connecticut out of a total
of approximately 4,458,000 enlisted men
and officers for the entire United states.
Recently, compiled casualty statistics
show that 1.802 Connecticut soldiers lost
their livers from all causes during the
neriod of the war, of whom seventy-

four were commissioned officers and 1,728

v.ri enlisted men. and that 4,119 Con
necticut soldiers were wounded in action
of wlmm 118 were commissioned omcors
and 4.001 were enlisted men. All sol
diers originally reported as missing have
teon ercounted tor.

The bureau of navigation of the navy
(.ihartnicnt renoTts: "There were J2U
regular and temporary officers from the
state of Connecticut in the navy, of
whom six died from disease and one was
accidentally killed. In the reeular navy
there were 4.604 men and ten women,

and 4n the United States navy reserve
force there were-6,9- men and 315 wo-

men, or a total in all of 12,105 from the
state in the navy service. Seven of the
enlisted personnel died of disease and
one was accidentally killed."

Major General John A. Lejeune, com-

mander of the marine corps, had a com-

plete resume of the marine corps sta-

tistics on Connecticut made.
"The records show that thirty-thre- e

officers and 447 enlisted men, who

claimed the state of Connecticut KB their
former residence served ia the marine
corps during the war," said General Le-

jeune. '..'.."'A summary of the casualties has
been made. There may apoear to be dis-

crepancies In the total casualties as
compared with the total number of men
. - . . J 1. ,14a 9ant t 3
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many men received more Utan one wound
or were gassed twice. Two officers were
wounded in action, one was killed in ac-

tion, and two died of disease, making a
total of five casualties and three deaths.
Twenty-seve- n enlisted men were wound-
ed In action, six were gassed, five were
killed in action and two died of disease.
Total casualties of enlisted men" were
therefore forty, with ten deaths. This
makes a grand total for the whole corps
of forty-fiv- e casualties, and thirteen
deaths."

These are simply the cold figures, or
What the state did m the fighting
branches of the service. The deeds of
heroism, the sacrifice, and the suffering
of the men from Connecticut do not lend
themselves to tabulation. Only Judgment
day will disclose the sum total of their
valor. i
